A RISE OF THE POUND. 


RACEFUL compliments have 
marked the conferring of re- 
cent high judicial appoint- 
ments by both President Hoo- 
ver and Governor Roosevelt. The 
President in appointing Judge Car- 
dozo, former Chief Judge of the New 
York Court of Appeals, to fill the 
vacancy in the Supreme Court of the 
United States created by the resigna- 
tion of Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, termed the New York jurist, 
a Democrat, a worthy successor to 
Justice Holmes. Governor Roose- 
velt promoted to Judge Cardozo’s 
place Judge Cuth- 
bert W. Pound, a 
Republican, with 
the prediction 
that he would 
‘‘worthily fill’ 
the position. A 
year or so ago he 
pronounced Judge 
Pound ‘‘one of 
the greatest jur- 
ists of our day.”’ 

His name may 
be Pound, but the 
new Chief Judge 
of New York State is not ponderous. 
His judicial decisions during the 
seventeen years that he has sat on 
the bench of the Court of Appeals 
have been readable to laymen, com- 
pact and to the point. Like Cardozo 
and Holmes, he has employed simple 
verbiage. Although his is not the 
singing prose of Cardozo and Holmes, 
Judge Pound’s opinions are not 
couched in legalistic fuss and feath- 
ers which Alfred E. Smith calls 
“Court of Appeals language.”’ 

Judge Pound has two more years 
before he reaches retirement age. He 
was born 68 years ago at Lockport, 
of sturdy Quaker stock. Roscoe 
Pound of the Harvard Law School 
and Ezra Pound, the poet, are cou- 
sins. He attended Cornell, class of 
’87, studied law and became a part- 
ner of his elder brother. After two 
years in the State Senate he returned 
to Cornell, where for ten years he 
was Professor of Law. Governor 
Theodore Roosevelt appointed him to 
the Civil Service Commission. Gov- 
ernor Odell made him chairman 
yovernor Higgins made him his spe- 
cial counsel. The voters made him 
Justice of the Supreme Court, and 
(sovernor Whitman appointed him to 
the Court of Appeals to succeed Na- 
than L. Miller. 

A hard-working, early rising jurist 
is Cuthbert Winfred Pound. ‘‘The 
law,”’ he says, ‘‘is no namby-pamby 
game for weaklings to play, but 
neither is it a mere contest of wits 
where assurance, effrontery and a 
disregard of moral obligations m&y 
prevail over right principles pre 
sented by modest merit. 

“Let it be said that in a democ- 
racy the bar will never be an aristo- 
cratic calling in the sense that any 
one worthy in character and learn- 
ing may be unreasonably excluded 
from it. We as a people abhor privi- 
lege and.class distinctions as such. 
The long and laborious course of 
preparation must justify itself by its 
works. 

‘To do the day’s work as the days 
come is the vocation of the active 
lawyer. The public services thereby 
rendered are the ‘priceless by-prod- 
ucts’ of the practice of law rather 
than its direct aim and purpose.”’ 

Thus Judge Pound views the pro- 
fession of law. As to the interpreta- 
tion of law, these words of his sound 
like Cardozo and Holmes: ‘‘The law 
of each age is ultimately what that 
age thinks the law should be. The 
Constitution is the slave, not the 
master, of its creator. When the 
rights of property and contract are

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ANOTHER FLYING COLONEL. 


IHHE Lindbergh kidnapping case 

has sent the aviator’s lawyer, 

Colonel Henry Breckinridge, mo- 
toring over the countryside as ur- 
gently as when he was a corps intel- 
ligence officer in the A. E. F. and 
in pursuit of clues as to enemy iden- 
tification and whereabouts. He is no 
stranger to headlines. When he was 
barely 27 his name was carried in 
thick black type when, in 1913, Presi- 
dent Wilson appointed him Assistant 
Secretary of War under Lindley M. 
Garrison. He reached this post after 
Princeton, Harvard Law School and 
three years of law practice in Lex- 
ington, Ky. 

When the World War broke out 
Colonel Breckinridge and $3,000,000 
in gold were dispatched on board the 
cruiser Tennessee for the relief of 
Americans stranded in the warring 
countries. Again there were head- 
lines three years later when Secre- 
tary Garrison disagreed with Presi- 
dent Wilson over military prepared- 
ness and resigned; and Assistant 


Secretary Breckinridge resigned with 
his chief and entered business on the 
Pacific Coast. 


When the United 
States entered the 
war a chance for 
immediate but 
unhazardous duty 
in Washington 
was rejected. 
Like a War 
Department Sec- 
retary in an ear. 
tier administra- 
tion, Henry L. 
Stimson, Colonel 

Sed Breckinridge en- 
Col. Breckinridge t¢Te4 an offi: 
cers’ training 
camp and went overseas as a bat- 
talion commander. 

The war over, Colonel Breckinridge 
entered law practice in New York. 
He became head of the Navy League 
and organized the -.first Navy Day 
celebration on Theodore Roosevcit's 
birthday. In a number of political 


controversies he proved to be an an- 
tagonist with words as sharp as the 
cut of a meat-axe. But as an ath- 
lete there is nothing of the meat-axe 
about him. He is a fencer, one of 
the best in the country. 

Ever since the New York-Paris 
flight Colonel Breckinridge has been 
the Lindbergh lawyer, and last year 
he qualified for a _ pilot’s license 
himself. 


DETECTIVE OF DYNASTIES. 

IR FLINDERS PETRIE, British 

archaeologist, turns back the 

clock in more ways than one 
Now in his seventy-ninth year he is 
still hard at work in sun-baked coun- 
tries, and last week he reported that 
he had unearthed in Southern Pales- 
tine a palace of the Shepherd Kings 
which is more than one hundred cen- 
turies old. 

At any age, to 
say nothing of 79, 
Sir Flinders would 
be a phenomenon. 
Apply a foot-rule 
to the list of 
his publications in 
British ‘‘Who’s 
Who,”’ and the 
Petrie books re- 
quire an inch 
more space than 
the mass produc- 
tion of the late 
Edgar Wallace. 
The writings of one are fact; of the 
other, imagination, but they both be- 
long in the detective story class. 
Whereas Wallace wrote about cur- 
rent crime, Sir Flinders Petrie’s 
mystery stories deal with reading the 
history of Egyptian dynasties in ob- 
jects dug from the earth. 

Wallace died from over-work; Sir 
Flinders’s preparation for a rest is 
to work twelve or fourteen hours a 
day. He had his first rest when he 
was 8. It was brought about by a 
nervous breakdown caused by at- 
tempting to master at the same time 
English, French, Greek and Latin 
grammars. The rest cure for the 
youngster was an aroused enthusiasm 
for tracking down the remains of 
ancient people, and thus it was pos- 
sible for him to publish his memoirs

under the unbelievable title ‘“‘Seventy 
Years in Archaeology.”’ 

Sir Flinders’s Egyptian excavations 
began in 1880. With a personal in- 
come of a little more than $10 a week 
he worked utterly indifferent to 
money, and during most of the years 
spent in Egypt he received no salary, 
lived in rock tombs and tiny tents, 
sometimes sleeping on a cot bed with 
a mummy stowed away underneath. 
Adventure? Listen: 

“T got through to the passages of 
the pyramid,’’ he writes of paying a 
visit to the Hawara pyramid, ‘‘which 
were nearly full of mud, on which 
one had to lie down and slide, 
stripped, with barely headroom, 
through various trap doors until the 
entrance was reached. * * Waist 
deep in water, the whole walls pitch 
black with some growth, one waded 
amid rotten wood and skulls, and the 
water was so salt that a drop in the 
eye half blinded one.”’ 


A NEW, CRISP BILL. 
MONTH ago a stocky Georgian 
arose in the House of Represen- 
tatives at Washington and with 
the gestures of a kettle-drummer at 
work spoke as follows: ‘‘For one I 
have burned every bridge behind me. 
No matter what the personal political 
consequences may be to me, I am go- 
ing to advocate the levying of suffi- 
cient taxes to balance the budget. Il 
know that in doing that I will be ren- 
dering my country a distinct public 
service. It means nothing to the 
United States 
whether I remain 
in Congress or 
not, but it means 
much to the Unit- 
ed States that its 
honor, its credit 
and its security 
be maintained at 
par.’’ 

Last week that 
Georgian reap 
peared with a 60,- 

Mr. Crisp. 000 word docu- 
ment which may 
raise an added billion dollars of 
Federal revenue and wipe out the 
deficit a year hence. The document 
is the ‘‘depression tax bill,’’ and its 
bridge-burning sponsor is Represen- 
tative Charles R. Crisp of Americus 
Ga., acting chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 

The ambitions which he put behind 
him in introducing a ‘‘tax-until-it- 
hurts’’ measure includes the hope 
that some day he may stand where 
his father stood, which would be the 
first instance in history of father and 
son having been Speaker of the 
House. Mr. Crisp’s father, Charles 
F. Crisp, was Speaker nearly forty 
years ago. When he died his 25-year- 
old son was elected to the vacancy. 
which he filled for a term, and then 
returned to Americus to be judge of 
the City Court. When Champ Clark 
became Speaker he summoned Judge 
Crisp to be the parliamentarian of 
the House. After calling the rules to 
the House he decided to return to 
the game himself, and for the last 
ten sessions he has represented his 
Georgia district. 

Like Senator Reed Smoot, he goes 
about armed with facts and figures, 
but, unlike Smoot, he is a persuasive 
speaker and can translate govern- 
ment finance and taxation into lay 
language. He has tenacity, but it is 
of the bulldog rather than the mule 
variety. He became converted to 
the sales tax as a revenue raiser 
within the last month, and now, with 
the aid of a pencil, a package of 
cigarettes or anything else at hand, 
he can explain all of its intricacies 
with the assurance of a Capitol guide
